CALLED CHEAP POLITICIAN 



Although with full knowledge of 
' i-Qovernor Dunne's action in vetoing that 
provision of the appropriation bill 
which was to partly reimburse her for 
the Io3S of ber herd of thoroughbred 
cattle, Mrs, 'Scott Durand informed her 
attorney, C. W. Dive> of Wauk^gan, to 
move the dismisani of her suit for $100,- 
000 against Dunne, Dyson and others. 
Judge C. C. Edwards dismissed it. upon 
Mr. Diver's motion. 

Mrs. Durand, in explaining her ac 
tion said tersely: 

"I took this step in order to keep 
my word with the committee members 
in Springfield." 

During her recent sojourn at the 
capital, Mrs. Durand voluntarily offer- 
ed to dismiss the suit against the state 
and federal officials if the house and 
senate committee members in charge 
of the hoof and mouth disease appro- 
priation would reimburse her. 

The committee reported favorably 
awarding her $7,392, but the governor 
took II different course. He requested 
her to sign ■ a pact in which she was to 
dismiss the present suit and refrain 
/from any further action against state 
or federal officials In the future. He in 
formed her that unless this .was done, 
ne would veto her appropriation.'- 

"The governor's action In calling up 
Mrs. Durand Saturday night and ask- 
ing her to sign a stipulation which 
practically requested her to give uo 
■ her rights as a citizen, to sign her lib- 
erty away, was that of a cheap politic, 
ianandof a coward." says Mrs. Dur- 
flnd'a attorney. 

"He traded upm hia political power, 
in order to satisfy a personal desire, 
Mr. Diver stated. •■This he had no 
right to do, but knowing the man, I am 
not surprised. The least th«»t can be 
said ia that he was up to trickery of 
some sort," 

The stipulation the owner of Crab- 
tree farm was requested to aign, while 
the threat of veto^waa suspended over 
her, ia an-Jnclusive. In refernng to 
refusal of the milliouaire "agrlcultur- 
«S8" to affix her signature to thu 
document, her attorney safd. 

**Mrs. Durand cannot be censured for 
refusing to sign away present and 
future rights." 

What course Mrs. Durand will now 
pursue is left to speculation. She has 
decided upon no certain steps, but is 
understood to be mapping out a certain 
campaign that will have Governor Dun- 
ne as its objective. Her guns are be 
ing trained upon the executive and all 
the power of her wealth is being mo- 
bilized for an assault upon the man 
she holds individually responsible for 
her misfortune. 

Her action in refraining from signing 
the compact is significant, indicating 
that she contemplates future activity. 
Otherwise, had not the condition of the 
governor's trading on his political 
power been involved, she would pro- 
bably have had no reason for refusing 
to affix her name to the pact.

SUMMER MILK 

The Milk Producers aflsociation which 
covers northern Illinois and southern 
Wisconsin has worked out a scheme by 
which it hopes to regulate the price of 
milk in the future.- , • 

The price worked out in the summer 
s arrived at in the; following tuahion. 
Milk is brought-from dairymen on the 
basis, of 100 Iba!., Milk containing 3% 
of butter fat would contain three pounds 
of butter fat, which at the butter price 
of 30 cents a pound, would be worth 90 
cents. Skimmed milk is sold for half 
the price of whole milk. Therefore, a 
100 pounds of skimmed milk would be 
worth 90 cents. A hundred pounds of 
milk, minus the 3 per cent butter fat, 
would be at" least worth four-filth of 
the original amou t, or 72 cents. Add- 
ing the 72 cents to 90 cents gives $1,G2 
or the- price average fur 3 per cent 
milk. 

Following the reasoning further, it is 
figured that each per cent in butter fat 
should be worth 54 cents, giving the 
scale asked for milk containing more 
than 3 per cent.

other cities throughout Western Can- 
ada. Reglna, Saskatoon and Moose 
Jaw also show big Increase In clear- 
ings. The Winnipeg atatlallcB Bhow 
that tho city has dono the biggest 
financial, commercial and industrial 
business In Its history In 19^. A 
billion and a half are big cloarlnga. 
representing bualnesa on a per cap- 
ita basis of over $7,000 per head for 
every man, woman and child In tht» 
city, and has gone ahead of big man- 
ufacturing cities like Buffalo, and 
runs a close second to DotrolL It 
has shown bigger bank* clearings than 
the middle west cities of Minneapolia 
and Duluth, and has exceeded Loa 
Angoles, Seattle and other noted ship- 
ping centers. It is now sldo by side 
with tho ton biggest cities In North 
America In amount of bank clc^^rlngs. 
But because tho war helped Canada 
recover quickly from a natural eco- 
nomic depression It doea not follow 
that, at the end of the war, the coun- 
try must suffer a relapse, and straight- 
way return to a state of inactivity and 
hard times. 

A Winnipeg paper, with n well- 
known reputation for cunscrvatlsm In 
economic matters says: 

Canada's undeveloped fields should 
prove a mighty factor after tho war In. 
adjusting the country's business from 
ono period to another. The staggering 
figures of this year's crop, showing In- 
creases in production of 50 pur cent 
over last year, give a Blight Idea of tlio 
future wealth stored in vast strctchea 
of prairie plain yet untouched by tho 
plow. The Northwest Graln-Dealora'Aa- 
snclatlon nii Scpitcmbor 1 estimated 
that the wheat crop of' the three Pxal^io 
Provinces would amount to 2C0.800.00U 
huohols. On November 10 that esti- 
mate was Increased to 307,230,000 
bushels. Tho Dominion government 
on September 13 estimated tho West- 
ern wheat crop at 275,772,200 bushela. , 
but on October 15 those figures wero 
changed tc 304,200,000 bushela. 
Monetary Returns for the Western 
Crop. 

And the amount of money which tbe 
west Is receiving for its grain baa not 
yet been wholly appreciated. Up to 
the 10th of December the Canadian 
west had received Bomo 170 million 
dollars for 182 million bushela of Ita 
grain crop, of which 149 million buBh- 
cls was wheat. Tho average price of 
No. 1 Northern wheat fcr September 
waB 9316' cents; for October 9814 
cents, and for the first three weeks of 
November $1.03%. On tho 10th of 
December there was fully 120 million 
bushels of wheat to be marketed. This 
would leave about 30 million bushela 
for local consumption in tho Pralrlo 
Provinces.

In Canada; grain crops aro exception- 
ally large, prices pay tho farmer, and 
the war-order lines provide work and 
aid In circulating much money. Credit 
is moro freely granted, and Interior 
merchants are disposed to buy rather 
liberally."

Birds Increase During War. 

Wild birds which wore formerly 
shot aa game' have been Incrcaslnf; 
rapidly since tho war in France, Bel- 
gium and other countries, according 
to T. Gilbert Pearsou. secretary of the 
National Association of Audubon So- 
cieties. 

"For example, tho Fi'cnch govern- 
ment has stopped all hunting." ho 
said, "and the minlator of war baa la- 
sued an order that tho sale of native 
game would not be tolerated. Ordi- 
narily moro than one thousand tons 
of natlvo-klUcd game aro sold annual- 
ly in the markets of I-^ance, repro- 
sentlng many millions of garao Irlrds. 

"Uelglum in time of pence was ono 
of the grcatcat bird-catching countrlca 
in Kurope. Moro than fifty thousand 
skylarks, as well as hundreds of thou- 
sands of other birds, wero annually 
trapped and exported i:rom that coun- 
try for food. Our correapondenta 
have found that there waa less hunt- 
ing in all parts, of Kuropo than for- 
merly."

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 5.— Canada's his- 
torlc parliament house lies today a 
pile of hot ruins, wrecked by lire and 
explosion which killed at least six 
persons, two of them women, and In- 
Jured^haU a hundred. Tho entire Ca- 
nadian secret service is hunting for 
clues to the Incendiaries— supposedly 
Germans. 

Whllo parliament was In bbbsIou at 
eight o'clock Thursday night the huge 
building was shaken by two violent 
explosions. The alarm was sounded 
at onco. Flames from the bombs 
spread bo rapidly that 200 or 300 por- 
Bons In the house— including raerabera 
of parllamont, guards, diners In the 
restaurant, spcctatorB In tho galleries, 
women guests of parliamcntarlana and 
nowspapor men— escaped with much 
dlfflculty. Some nover got out alive, 
and somo got out with burns and 
other Injuries. 

Tho Ottawa fire department was 
unable to cope with the flames and 
Montreal sent several Are companies 
to help. The firemen fought all night 
and until noon Friday to keep tho 
flames from spreading to other im- 
portant structures. 

The parllamont building was valued 
at five million dollars. Us contents 
woro prlcelesB historically. 

First Blast Fella Men. 
It has been establlBhod that tho first 
burst of flames In tho reading room of 
tho house of commons was preceded 
by at least one explosion and probably 
by two. Tho force of tho concussion 
was so Bovoro that persons standing 
somo distance away wore hurled to the 

floor. 

Sir Robert Dordcn, tho Canadian 
premier, who was in the building, es- 
caped safely, but Martin Burrcll, mln- 
later of agriculture, was fieverely 
burned about the head, and Dr. Ill* 
chaol Clark, member for Red Deer, 
was burned about the hands. 

When Speaker Sovlgney took tho 
chair and opened the session ot tho 
houao at eight o'clock, only about Ave 
members wero In their eeats. A dis- 
cussion relating to fiaherlea was pro- 
ceeding when tho alarm was given 
and all were told to leave as quickly 
as possible. 

Tho members wero driven back by 
smoko and flames when they sought 
an exit through tho two main doors. 
Spectators In tho galleries, panlc- 
Btrlckcn, stampeded for tho exits at 
tho same time. 

Minister of Agriculture Burrell was 
overcome as ho mado his way through, 
the thickest of the smoko and fell Just 
in front of tho post offlco, 

Mr. Burrell had been working In his 
private offlco adjoining tho reading 
.room when the flro started. 

Burned Rescuing Hlo Coat. 
Doctor Clark was burned wbtlo at- 
tempting to obtain his coat from a 
small locker in front of one of tho 
corridors outBldo tho chamber. 

There woro many employees In the 
restaurant at the tirao, and tho lower 
corridors filled with smoke so quickly 
that they woro unable to get down tho 
stairs. 

Thoy made their way along tho 
southwest comor and reached the win- 
dows looking down on the front. They 
wero soon noticed there and from hun- 
dreds aroso the cry, "Don't jump; lad- 
ders are coming." 

Speaker's Family Trapped. 
Mme. Sevignoy, wife of tho speaker, 
her two children, and three woman 
guests were In the speaker's private 
quarters on the samo floors as the 
chamber and reading room. They wore 
cut off from safety by a wall of flnmo 
Wlion firemen reached Parliament 
hill thoy saw Mme. Sevlgney Btand- 
Ing at a window with her children In 
her arras. A life net was spread and 
into it tho speaker's wife dropped her 
children. Then she leaped safely Into 
tho net. 

Mrao. Sevignoy'fl guesta wero Mme. 
Bray ot Montreal, M mo. Morln ot 
Bcauce, and Mme. Dassault of Quebec. 
Mme. DuBsault leaped Into tho fire- 
men's net. When firemen reached tho 
speaker's rooms thoy found Mme. 
Bray and Mme. Morln unconscious. 
Thoy wero taken from tho building 
and physicians applied pulmotors In 
vain. After a half-hour the women 
wore pronounced dead. 

Two Dominion policemen and two 
commons attendants who wore work- 
ing with other men In tho chamber 
below tho speaker's quarters when the 
roof foil were killed. 

Certain Flro Was Incendiary. 
No doubt exists tn tho minds of 
members and aonatora that the flro 
was of incendiary origin. Tho blazo 
was tho result ot a series of chemical 
explosions.

All entrances to the building have 
been" guarded by dominion policemen 
since tho oxploslon in the capltol build- 
ing at Washington last spring, but it 
la thouglit that a stranger could have 
ovaded tho guards. 

Col. George Bradburg, a member for 
Manitoba; Medrlc Martin, mayor of 
Montreal and a member from that 
city, were at the entrance to tho read- 
ing room when tlio fire started. 

"I was on my way froin tho cham- 
ber to my -room, which is near the 
library," said Mayor Martin, "when I 
hoard an explosion. Instantly flames 
shot out from the reading room. My 
first thought was ot tho fire extin- 
guisher, which was near by, but po- 
licemen were then endeavoring to 
press It Into service and I turned, run- 
ning into tho chamber. 

"Fire, and a Big Onel" 
"Deputy Speaker Rhodes was to tho 
chair and everything there was tran- 
quil until I dashed through tho door 
and siiouted 'Fire — and a big one!' I 
turned toward my room again, but by 
that tlmo tho corridor was filled v.'tth 
smoko and fiames woro beginning to 
shoot toward tho chamber. 

"I reached the hotel about 9:15 
o'clock and Immediately put In an or- 
der for tUo Montreal fire brigade. I 
realized then that llttlo of the par- 
liament building could be saved, but 
feared that other flros .would start. 
Flames shot along tho corridors at an 
awful rate and It seemed just a few 
seconds until tho whole place was 
black with smoke, making It Impossi- 
ble to BOO." 

Mr. Bradbury was standing in the 
main corridor ot the houao of com- 
mons near tho post ofilco when he 
heard a crash and rushed along the 
corridor toward toward tho main en- 
trance of tho chamber. 

"It appeared to break out In an In- 
stant," ho said. "I was standing noar 
tho post ofilco when 1 heard tho crash. 
Tlien I turned and saw several of tho 
policemen and messengers hurrying 
along toward tho reading room. I 
went Into room 16, where many of. the 
conservative members were and shout- 
ed 'Ure.' Before reaching that room 
there was another explosion of some 
kind which knocked mo off my feot. 

"The members soon camo running 
out ot room 16 and they also poured 
from the chamber. Within a tow 
minutes that section of the building 
near the reading room was a mass of 
flame. One of the messengers told mo 
that all the raombGra tiad'-eacapfid. 
from tho chamber." 

Separate Explosions. 

MaJ, Gerald Wlilto conflrmed the 
statement ot Mr. Bradbury with re- 
gard to tho separate explosions. He 
was In room 16 when the alarm rang 
out and was oho of the last to leave, 
assiating others of tho older members 
out. 

Gon. Sir Sam Hughes, minl^j^r ot 
militia, was In tho crowd at this point 
and helped tho work of rescue. Gen- 
eral Hughes ordered out tho Seventy- 
seventh Overseas regiment, which is 
completing training In Ottawa. The 
soldiers lined tho grounds and con- 
trolled the crowd. 

Tho flames from tho burning par- 
liament building wero seen two miles 
away at Ridoau hall, tho residence of 
his hnuBohold aids, all of Whom are 
tho Duko of Connaught, governor gen- 
eral of Canada. Tho duke summoned 
his household aids, all of whom are 
wounded olTlccrs invalided from tho 
front, and they motored swiftly Into 
the city, but were unable to give any 
assistance. 

Tho governor general sat In his 
closed car and watched tho destruc- 
tion of tho historic building, the cor- 
nerstone of which was laid In 1SG7 
by hia brother, King Edwnrd VII, then 
Prince ot Wales, 

Superb Structures. 

The Canadian parliament buildings 
at Ottawa are considered superb apo- 
clraens of Gothic architecture and are 
grouped on the summit of Parliament 
hill, banking tho Ottawa river. The 
group of buildings aro ISO feet above 
tho level of the river, and huge linio- 
stono bluffs lend a statelincas to their 
architecture. 

Tho eastern and western sides of 
the quadrangle arc tho buildings used 
for departmental purposes. Outaldo 
tho parliament grounds, and to tho 
south is Lnngevin block, which Is 
used for departmental business. The 
archives building and tho royal mint 
stand to tho eastward ot tho parlia- 
ment group. Two largo departmental 
buildings are south ot the Archives 
building and facing Parliament hill.

Up to 
the 10th of December tho Canadian 
west had received somo 170 million 
dollars for 182 million bushels of Its 
grain crop, of which 149 million bush- 
els was wheat Tho average price of 
No. 1 Northern wheat for September 
waa 93% cents; for Octobor 98'/j 
cunts, and for thu firsts three weeks of 
November ?1.035i. On tho 10th of 
December there w-aa fully 120 million 
buaholB of wheat to be marketed. This 
would luavo about 30 million buahcia 
for local consumption In the Pralrlo 
ProvlnccB.

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 5.— Conada'fl his- 
toric parliament house lies today a 
pile of hot ruins, wrockod by fire and 
explosion which killed at least six 
porsons, two of them women, and In- 
Jurod^half a hundred. The entire Ca- 
nadian secret service Is hunting tor 
clues to the Incendiaries— supposedly 

Oormana. 

Whllo parliament was In session at 
eight o'clock Thursday night tho huge 
building was shaken by two violent 
oxplosIonB. The alarm was sounded 
at onco. Flames from tho bombs 
spread so rapidly that 200 or 300 per- 
sons In the houBO— Including members 
of parliament, guards, diners In tho 
restaurant, spectators In the galleries, 
women guests of parliamentarians and 
newspaper men— escaped with much 
difficulty. Some never got out alive, 
and some got out with buruB and 
other Injuries. 

The Ottawa fire deportment was 
unable to copo with the flames and 
Montreal sent aeveral Are companiea 
to help. The firemen fought all night 
and until noon Friday to keep tho 
flames from spreading to other im- 
portant structures. 

Tho parliament building was valued 
at five million dollars. Its contents 
woro priceless hlBtorlcally. 

First Blast Fells Men. 
It has been established that tho first 
burst of fiamca In tho reading room ot 
tho houBO of commons was preceded 
by at least ono explosion and probably 
by two. Tho forco of the concussion 
was BO severe that persons standing 
some distance away wore hurled to tho 
Iloor. 

Sir nobcrt Borden, tho Canadian 
premier, who was In the building, es- 
caped safely, but Martin Burrell, mln- 
iBtor of agriculture, was severely 
burned about tho head, and Dr. Mi- 
chael Clark, member for Red Deer, 
was burned about tho hands. 

^Vllen Speaker Sevlgney took the 
chair and opened the aeaslnn of tho 
house at eight o'clock, only about five 
members woro In their scats. A dis- 
cussion relating to flahorles was pro- 
ceeding when tho alarm was given 
and all were told to leave as quickly 
as posslblo. 

Tho members wero driven hack by 
smoke and flames when they sought 
an exit through tho two main doors. 
Spectators In tho galleries, panic- 
stricken, stampeded for tho exits at 
tho samo time. 

Minister of Agriculture Burrell was 
overcome as ho made hla way through 
tho thickest of tho smoko and fell Just 
In front ot tho post office. 

Mr. Burrell had been working In bis 
private office adjoining tho reading 
room when tho fire started. 

Burned Reeculng His Coat. 
Doctor Clark was burned while at- 
tempting to obtain his coat from a 
small locker In front of ono ot tho 
corridors outaldo tho chamber. 

There were many employees In tho 
restaurant at the time, and tho lower 
corridors filled with smoke so quickly 
that they were unable to get down tho 
stairs. 

Thoy made their way along the 
southwest comer and reached the win- 
dows looking down on the front. Thoy 
wero BOon noticed there and from hun- 
dreds arose the cry, "Don't Jump; lad- 
ders are coming." 

Speaker's Family Trapped. 
Mmo. Sevlgnoy, wife of the speaker, 
her two children, and three woman 
guests wero In the speaker's private 
quarters on the samo floors as the 
chamber and reading room. Thoy wnro 
cut off from safely by a wall of flnmo. 
Wlion firemen reached Parliament 
hill thoy saw Mmo. Sevlgnoy stand- 
ing at a window with her children in 
her arms. A lifo net was spread and 
Into It tho speaker's wife dropped her 
children. Then sho leaped safely luto 
the net. 

Mmo. Sevlgnoy's guests wero Mrae. 
Bray of Montreal, Mmo. Morln of 
Beauce, and Mmo. Dussault of Quebec. 
Mmc. Dussault leaped Into tho fire- 
men's net. When firemen reached the 
speaker's rooms thoy found Mmo. 
Bray and Mmo. Morln unconscious. 
Thoy woro taken from tho building 
and physicians applied pulmotors in 
vain. After a half-hour the womeu 
wore pronounced dead. 

Two Dominion policemen and two 
commons attendants who wero work- 
ing with other men In the chamber 
below the speaker's quarters when the 
roof fell wero killed. 

Certain FIro Was Incendiary. 
No doubt exists In tho minds ot 
members and senators that tho flro 
was of Incendiary origin. Tho blaze 
was tho result of a series of chemical 
explosions. 



RED, ROUGH, SORE HANDS 

May Be Soothed and Healed by Ui* 
of Cutlcura. Trial Free. 



All entrances to the building have 
been guarded by dominion policemen 
since tho explosion In the capitol build- 
ing at Washington iast spring, but It 
Is thought that a stranger could have 
evaded the guards. 

Col, George Bradburg, a member for 
Manitoba; Medric Martin, mayor of 
Montreal and a member from that 
city, wero at tho entrance to tho read- 
ing room when tho fire started. 

"I was on my way from the cham- 
ber to my -room, which la near tho 
library," said Mayor Martin, "when 1 
heard an explosion. Instantly flames 
shot out from tho reading room. My 
first thought was ot the fire extin- 
guisher, which was near by, but po- 
licemen wero then endeavoring to 
press it Into service and I turned, run- 
ning Into tho chamber. 

"Fire, and a Big Onol" 
"Deputy Speaker Rhodes was to tho 
chair and everything there was tran- 
quil until 1 daahcd through the door 
and shouted 'Fire— and a big one'.' 1 
turned toward my room again, but by 
that tlmo the corridor was filled with 
smoke and flames were beginning to 
shoot toward tho chamber. 

"I reached tho hotel about 9:15 
o'clock and Immediately put In an or- 
der tor the Montreal fire brigade. I 
realized then that little of the par- 
liament building could ho saved, but 
feared that other fires would start. 
Flames shot along tho corridors at an 
awful rate and It seemed Just a few 
seconds until the whole place was 
black with amoko, making It Impossi- 
ble to BOO." 

Mr. Bradbury was standing In the 
main corridor of tlio house of com- 
mona near tho poat office when he 
heard a crash and rushed along tho 
corridor toward toward tho main en- 
trance of tho chamber. 

"It appeared to break out In an In- 
stant," he said. "I was standing noar 
tho post ofllco when I heard tho crash. 
Then I turned and saw several of tho 
policemen and meaaengers hurrying 
along toward tho reading room. I 
went Into room 16, where many of. the 
conservative members were and shout- 
ed 'fire.* Before reaching that room 
there was another explosion ot some 
kind which knocked mo oil my foot. 

"Tho members soon came running 
out of room 16 and they also poured 
from the chamber. Within a tow 
minutes that section of tho building 
near tho reading room was a mass of 
flame. Ono of the mesaengers told mo 
that all tho members had* .eacapqd 
from tho chamber." 

Separate Explosions. 

MaJ. Gerald Wlilte confirmed the 
statement of Mr. Bradbury with re- 
gard to tho separate explosions. He 
was in room 16 when the alarm rang 
out and was oho of the last to leave, 
assisting others of tho older members 
out. 

Gen. Sir Sam Hughes, mlnlaj^r ot 
militia, was In the crowd at this point 
and helped tho work of "rescue. Gen- 
eral HughcB ordered out tho Seventy- 
seventh Overseas regiment, which Is 
completing training in Ottawa. The 
soldiers lined tho grounds and con- 
trolled tho crowd. 

The flames from tho burning par- 
liament building wero seen two miles 
away at RIdeau hall, the reflldenco of 
his houBohold aids, all ot whom are 
tho Duke of Connaught, governor gen- 
oral of Canada. Tho duke summoned 
hiB household aids, all of whom are 
wounded officors Invalided from the 
front, ond thoy motored swiftly Into 
the city, but wore unable to gIvo any 
asalstanco. 

The governor general sat In hiB 
closed car and watched the destruc- 
tion of tho historic building, tho cor- 
nerstone of which was laid In 18G7 
by his brother, King Edward VII, then 
Prince of Wales. 

Superb Structures. 

The Canadian parliament buildinga 
at Ottawa aro considered superb spe- 
cimens of Gothic architecture and are 
grouped on tho summit of Parliament 
hill, banking tho Ottawa river. Tho 
group of buildings are 150 feet above 
tho level of tho rlvor, and huge lime- 
stone bluffs lend a statollness to their 
architecture. 

Tho eastern and western sides of 
the quadrangle arc tho hulldings uaed 
for departmental purpoaos. Outside 
the parliament grounds and to the 
south Ib Langevln block, which la 
used for departmentol business. The 
archives building and tho royal mint 
stand to the eastward ot tho parlia- 
ment group. Two largo departmental 
buildings are south ot the Archivoa 
building and facing Parliament hill.

Germany Has Refused to

Washington. Feb. 7.— All danger of 
a rupture with Germany over the Lu- 
Bitania coutroversy has dtsapp'!urcd. 

Count von BernatonT formally com- 
municated to Sccremry ot Stato Lnn- 
Bing on Friday the reply of hla gov- 
ernment to the oval ropresentiiiUms 
made to him some days ago. 

While Cermany has refUHCd to de- 
clare that the sinking of the Luailania 
was illegal and contrary to tntorna- 
tlonnl law In the form desired by this 
government, it can be iituLed on au- 
thority that concessions have bo».'n 
made which give promise of adjusv 
raent as a result of further e.x- 

changes. > 

Wbetlier these concessions fully 
comply with tho terms of setllomont 
offered by President Wilson will de- 
pend—from the American viewpoint— 
on very close study and examijiatlon 
of the note. ' 

From iho German viewpoint Uio 
communication is regarded as grant- 
ing aubstantlally all that tho I'nitcd 
States asked in tho report recently 
sent to his government by Count von 
Dernstorff. on the basis of bis last 
conversation with Secretary Lansing. 

Should l^residcnt Wilson not iUid tho 
concessions wholl> satisfactory It 
seems probable that an adjustment to 
make them acceptable can be reached 
In informal conferences botween Sec- 
retary Lansing and Count von Bern- 
storff during the next live days. 

Tho concessions made by the Ger- 
man government are of such a char- 
acter. It is , understood, that If they 
fall short of satisfying President Wil- 
son they have so narrowed the margin 
of difference in tho informal negoiia- 
tlons as not to necessitate the aban- 
donment of the informal negotiations.

Met With Denial. 



London. Feb. 5.— Thirty-tivo more 
deaths in lirltlsh waters, resulting 
from tho Zeppelin raid, are reported. 
Twenty-two of tho victims are Ger- 
mans, members' of the crew o: a diri- 
gible, believed to have been tho LrlO, 
which fell Into the North sea. 

Thirteen men of tho crew of the 
collier Kranz Fischer were drowned 
when the collier was sent to tho hot- 
tow in two minutes by a bomb dropped 
by one of the Zeppelins returning from 
the raid made on iCnglaud. Only three 
men of the Fischer were savert 

The story of the fate of the wrecked 
air craft is told by the crew of the 
steam trawler King Stephen. Captain 
Martin, which arrived at Grimaby, Aid 
was refused the Germans because they 
outnumbered tho crew ot the trawler. 
It is considered likely that tho Gcr- 
nmna have drowned by this time. 

Tho nsherraen say that early on 
Wednesday morning In the North sea 
their attention was attracted by n.Ehes 
of light apparently from a ship's sig- 
nal lamp. They mado for the spot and 
found a huge mass of wreckage. 

They stood by until tho light im- 
proved, when It was seen that the 
wreckage was that ot tho Zeppelin 
L.19. The cabins and a part of the 
envelope were under water, but a 
largo part of tho envolopo was iloat- 
tng. 

On the platform on tho top of the 
envelope seven or eight Germans were 
seen. These hailed the trawler in 
English, calling: "Save us. Save ua. 
We will give you plenty of money." 

As the trawler carried only nine 
hands and the Germans numbered 
about twenty-two, Captain Martin de- 
cided that it was not safe to take so 
many enemies aboard, particularly as 
the trawler was unarmed. He feared 
that his crew might bo overpowered 
by the Germans. Tho captain there- 
fore proceeded to report tho position 
of the airship to the proper authori- 
ties, adequate aBslstancc being sent 
afterwards, and put into Grimaby. 

It is bollovod that the Zeppelin was 
one of those participating in tho raid 
of January 31. Tho fishermen bad 
been at sea several days and were not 
aware of the raid. 

Tho Zeppelin prohably was disabled 
by tho Dutch coast artillery, which 
flred on it while U was attejnptlng to 
return to Germany over Dutch terri- 
tory. 

Fifty shots, sorao of which, It Is be- 
lieved, hit, w^ro flred at a Zeppelin 
Wednesday morning as It flow low In 
a fog over the Island of Ameland, off 
the coast ot Holland. 



Washington. Feb. 4.— Vice-President 
Marshall on Wednesday cast a decid- 
ing vote in tho senate on the Philip- 
pine bill, helping to pass tho Clarko 
amendment to withdraw the sovereign- 
ty of tho United States from tho Is- 
lands not sooner than two years and 
not later than four.

Provision Is made, however, that tho 
president may extend tlmo for with- 
drawing from the Islands If conditions 
of Internal and external affairs with re- 
gard to stability of the proposed gov. 
ernmont should warrant such action. 
He might extend It until the adjourn- 
ment of a new session In congress. In 
order to afford congress another op- 
portunity further to consider tho sub- 
ject. 

Provision making it optional for tho 
United States to retain sites for coal- 
ing Btatlona and a naval base In the 
event of Independence was Included. 
Rfforta to recommit tho hill failed by 
a vote of 50 to 29. 

By a vote of 49 to 31 an amendment 
by Senator Kcnyon ot Town was adopt- 
ed to BtriUo from the Clarke amend- 
ment all plans for guaranteeing the 
sovereignty of tho Islands, either by 
tho United States alone or by treaties 
or other international agreements. 



Providence. R I,. Feb. 8.— Mrs. Ellx- 
nbcth F. Molir Is free.

For two of tho negroes, Henry 
Spcllmnn and Cecil V. Drown, who 
wore charged directly with the murder 
of Doctor Mohr, tho doors of the state 
prison yawn. They were found guilty 
ot having killed tho doctor and seri- 
ously wounding tho "other woman" In 
the case, which has stirred Rhodo la- 
land for months. Tho Jury was out 
seven hours. 

With the verdict pronounced against 
the negroes, the clerk asked: 

"Mrs. Elizabeth Mohr not guilty. Ifl 
that your verdict?" 

As Foreman Clark answered. "It Is." 
Mrs. Mohr sobbed and collapsed in her 
chair. 

"Klirahcth F. Mohr hereby Is dis- 
charged from this Indictment." 

Dr Charles F. Mohr was shot and 
killed and Emily Burger seriously In- 
jured as they sat In a Blalled automo- 
bile on Washington Park road on tho 
night of August ai. 1915. George 
IJoalls, the negro chauffeur, apparent- 
ly was endeavoring to repair tho en- 
gine. 

"On September 2 llealls was arrest- 
ed. Later Brown and Spollman were 
arrested when stories were told of two 
negroes having been seen fleeing from 
the scene of tho crime on a motor- 
cycle. A few days later they made a 
confession. They declared they were 
hired by Mrs. Mohr to kill the doc- 
tor and Miss Rurgcr. Later these con- 
fosslone were repudiated.

London, Feb. 8.— Tho foreign ofllco 
mado public on Sunday the corre- 
spondence exchanged relative to a pro- 
posed BChomo of relief for Poland."

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O mau in American hlB- 
tory haa carried burdens 
as heavy as thoBO which 
Abraham Lincoln boro 
on hie great, patient 
sliouldera. Deaplto his 
reputation as a teller ot 
humorous atorlcs and bis 
keen appreciation of the 
ludicrous In poraous and eltuatlonB 
tiiat boro the outward appearanco of 
ulmoat dignity and funereal solemnity, 
Cho martyred president was a melan- 
choly man. The whole course of bis 
life had made him so. 

In childhood ho endured the most 
rlgoroua hardship in the wilds ot 
southern Indiana and central Illinois. 
Ills father was a sort of ne*e/-do-woll 
who Bomohow couldn't seem to gather 
any of this world's goods together. Hla 
mother was a patient. God-fearing toll- 
er who held no hope of reward In 
mortal life. This mother encouraged 
bis efforts at learning when bo was a 
little fellow, and Juat when mother 
nnd son were getting to be chummy 
(ifid havo their times of reading aloud 
gothcr sbo died— after only a -week's 
ess. Tho son's grief was lasting, 
ilwn- ho, waB twonty-two, Lincoln 
in lovo with llttlo Ann Kutledgo, 

was wearing her licart out In 
et for a faithless lover. After a 

Ir ic, Lincoln won llttlo Ann's regard 

1 they planned to marry — though ho 
B desperately poor. Came a streak 
good luck; ho went to tho leglsla* 

turo at Sprlnglleld and she went to 
Jacksonville, 111., to a young ladljL-s* 
academy. Presently Lincoln got word 
that she was 111. Ono week later she 
Was. dead. This sorrow Lincoln added 
10 his early grief. 

Years later, tho tall, awkward coun- 
try lawyer was olectod president ot 
tho United States— an boner unsur- 
passablo. But with It came the 
ghastly tragedy of civil strife. And to 
his Borrow and hla grief of old ho 
added this load of sadncBS. Four years 
and moro Lincoln plodded Blowly 
along under tho burden, a national 
mourner. Then through the clouds 
came a ray of sunshlno. Tho war was 
jicarlns an end. ' Tho president saw 
peace ahead. He planned to bind a 
nation's wounds— North and South 
uliko. Ho became happier— rather, ho 
■became loss unhappy, for his spirit 
\va3 expanding. ' 

Uut onco again tho glittering lance 
of malignant fato shot out. This time 
It brought down tho victim It had 
played with for half a century— A. 
l^lucolnl 

Tho following telegram, on..;' jf the 
irauny Inatancos of his works of mercy 
and compassion, was sent by Abraham 
Liiicolu from tho Whlto Uouao on bis 
last birthday allvo. It typllles tho spir- 
it of tho mau In tho last days of hla 
life and la exemplary of the attitude ho 
Took, not only towards Individuals but 
toward tho peoplefl and the Btatea who 
■svcre opposed In arms to tho Union. 

"Major General Hooker. Cincinnati, 
Ohio; 

"Is It Lieut. Samuel D. Davis whoso 
death sontcnco la commuted. If not 
done, let It bo done. Is there not an 
aHsociato of his also in trouble?

The military rigora of tho closing 
days of tho war compelled harah meas- 
uros, not only in dealing with the ene- 
my hut in dealing with those within 
the forces of tho North who wore guil- 
ty of desertion, neglect or treachery, 
and the columns of tho dally papers 
of tho time woro rcploto with para- 
graphs headed, as a rule, "Execution 
of tho Conaplratora," "The Spies Shot" 
or "Execution of — Dosortera."

birthday, February 12, 1865, show that 
ho was giving especial attention to 
these niattera^ In tho month of Febru- 
ary alone he sent at least ten tele- 
grams suBpcndhig or delaying execu- 
tions or asking for full reports ot the 
trials for hla personal examination. 

In some cases he upheld tho decree 
of the military courts, in others ho Is- 
sued pardons, and It Is said that In at 
least ono case the man who had been 
convicted was in reality a government 
secret service agent unknown to tho 
military authorities who bad convicted 
him for the very acta ho committed 
In the service of the Union, 

it has been assorted by some biog- 
raphers ot Lincoln that he felt pro- 
monitions of his dealb in tho months 
following his second election and If 
this bo true It Is possible that the 
shadow over his soul may have caused 
him to bo moro clement than was his 
rule. All are agreed that ho was al- 
ways compassionate and slow to con- 
demn, but he was sensible of tho ne- 
cessity for. stern Justice and was not 
given to mock mercy of the weak- 
kneed, sentimental kind. 

Tho president's birthday Itself had 
no special signlflcanco In 18G5. It is 
doubtful if many outside his Im- 
mediate family realized when tho day 
occurred. It would bo a small per- 
centngo of Americans today who could 
state tho date of President Wilson's 
birth and In tho last atagea of tho Civil 
war the nation waa too sorely beset by 
pressing, vital problems, sorrow antl 
anxiety to recognize tho hlrthday of 
the man who himself was tho vortex 
of all tho maelstrom of political, mili- 
tary and executive activities. 

It Is known, howevoi'i that Lincoln's 
laBt birthday aeason saw the president 
moro cheerful, moro hopeful of a 
peace which should Bavo the Union 
than ho had heen at any other time 
during the war. 

Ho had recently met commlsBlonors 
of tho Confedorato government on a 
steamer at Hampton Roads and al- 
though the interview bad le(^to noth- 
ing, tho president felt that tho dissen- 
sion evident hotween tho commission- 
ers from tho South meant a speedy 
conclusion of the conflict. 

Nicolay and Hay, writing ot the 
president's general fooling In Febru- 
ary, 18G5, says: "His interview with 
tho rebel commlsslonors doubtless 
strengthened his former convictions 
that the rebellion was waning in en- 
thusiasm and resources, and that tho 
Union cauao must triumph at no dis- 
tant day. Secure In hla renewal of 
four years' personal leaderahlp and 
hopefully Inspirited by every sign of 
early victory in tho war, his only 
thought was to shorten by generous 
conciliation the period of dreadful 
conflict. His temper was not ono of 
exultation, but of broad, patriotic char- 
ity and of keen, Bonsltivo personal 
sympathy for tho whole country and 
all Us people, South as well aa North. 
His conversation with Stephens, Hun- 
tor and Campbell had probably re- 
vealed to him glimpses of the under- 
current of their anxiety that fraternal 
bloodshed and tho dcBlructlvo ravages 
ot war might somehow come to an 
end." 

Just heforo tho president's hlrthday 
tho house ot representatives passed a 
resolution requesting tho president to 
communicate to it auch information as 
he might deem compatible with tho 
public Interest concerning hla inter- 
view with tho Confederate commis- 
sioners. The president sent to the 
house a message summarizing tho 
tranaactlona on hoord tho steamer, 
which actually .amounted to nothing

at all. This measago was received 
February 10 and a abort discussion oc- 
curred In the house. According to 
Nicolay and Hay: 

"It (the discussion) did not rise 
above tho level ot an ordinary party 
wrangle. The few Democrats who 
took part in It complained ot tho presi- 
dent for refusing an armistice, while 
the Republicans retorted with Jeffer- 
son Davis' conditions about the 'two 
countries' and tho moro recent declar- 
ations ot his Richmond harangue, an- 
nouncing his readiness to perish for 
independence. On the whole, botb 
congress and tho country were grati- 
fied that tho Incident had called out 
Mr, Lincoln's renewed declaration of 
an unalterable resolvo to maintain the 
Union, Patriotic hope was quickened 
and public confldonce strengthened by 
noting once inoro hla singleness of 
purpose and steadfastness ot faith. 
No act of his could have formed a 
more ntting prelude to bis second In- 
auguration, which was now rapidly ap- 
proaching, and the preliminary steps 
of which woro at this time consum- 
mated," 

ThiB feeling throughout tho country 
and in congress was becoming evident 
to tho president on his last hlrthday, 
so much so that he commented on It 
to hla friends and advisers. It showed 
him that tho nation was behind him, 
and that ho would be supported to the 
completion of hia work of cementing 
tho Union. 

Almost In tho nature of a birthday 
gift came the formal announcement to 
President Lincoln that he had been 
elected president ot the United States, 
On tho very day of Lincoln's birth- 
day the first of tho cotton ships Sher- 
man had sent from Savannah put Into 
Now York and Newport, R. I. The 
newspapers of February 13 featured 
tlio dispatches announcing the arrival 
of tho vessels and commentlpg with 
favor on the prospects of getting great 
cargoes of cotton from the newly 
opened porta ot the South. 

The dalllea wero also filled with dis- 
patches telling of the progress of 
Grant's campaign against Leo, which 
was beginning so to formulate Itself 
that Appomattox should end the war, 
and that Sherman had completed hla 
march to the sea. None viewed the 
approach of peoco with greater gratifi- 
cation than did Lincoln, aud It was 
with the spirit of this period of his 
last hlrthday upon him that ho wrote 
hla second Inaugural address, which 
la fraught with human aympathy, ao 
expressive of the character of the 
man. 

The sad story of tho great presi- 
dent's death Is familiar to all. That 
It was to follow so closely on hla last 
hlrthday, ao lightened by hope and 
gratitude for tho success of tho Union 
cause, none could foresee, unless, as 
some writers declare, the president 
himself had forebodings qf it. 

In all events. It Is pleasant to con- 
template that the- closing montha of 
Abraham Lincoln's lite wero gifted 
with a fooling of peace which for long 
ho had not known, it was during those 
months that ho conceived that closing 
paragraph of his second Inaugural ad- 
dress: 

"With malice toward none, with 
charity for all, with firmness In tho 
right as God gives us to see tho right, 
lot us strive on to finish the work wo 
are In, to bind up the nation's wounds, 
to care for him who shall have borne 
the battle, and for hla widow and his 
orphan- to do all which may achieve 
and cherish a Just and lasting peace 
among ourselves and with all nations,"

sprouting their fourth and fifth leaves. 
There were 18 altogether. 

As each little geranium grew its 
second leaf, I transplanted it careful- 
ly Into a two-Inch pot, and when 12 
of them were growing nicely, in May. 
I again transplanted all the nice, 
bright-looking "babies" to a tub of 
sandy soil, and put It out on the west 
lawn. 

Hero they grew fast; for the gerani- 
um loves tlio hot sun. In July 1 
snipped oft their tops, to make them 
branch out. By the first of Septem- 
ber thia tubful of geraniums were 
line, stocky plants, from six to nine 
inches high. 

About this time I planted anothei 
packet ot geranium seeda. They are 
In fine condition and growing nicely. 
I expect tho plants first from tho seeda 
to give mo flowers this summer. 

They are now in three-Inch pots, 
and I am quite anxious to see their 
blossoms. I shall keep none hut the 
Ycry best colors and best-formed 
florets. 

Those planted last September will 
probably blossom' next winter. For 
several years I have had good success 
with keeping geranium slips over, al- 
so with tho old plants, by cutting the 
latter down. 

Last summer tho heads of my ger- 
aniums wore four Indies across. They 
woro 'of tho General Grant variety, a 
deep glowing red. I keep all my ger 
anluma In a bay window ot tho living 
room where tho temperature often 
falls to 40 degrees on very cold win- 
tor nights.
